The teller can 
not make a mistake that wHi not be 
detected, for an ingenious contrivance 
attached to the machine prevents it 
from working and gives instant no- 
tice if any error is made.

depositor's book and the bank tape 
have both received their entries anoth- 
er cylinder begins to 
move.

cylinder, in the middle of the machine, 
contains movable figures, running up 
into millions, which tell the total of 
the bank's receipts since it was organ- 
ized, and the amount of the last de- 
posit is added to it. 
When the day's 


business is ended Ihe officials of the 
bank add together the totals register- 
ed on the two receiving machines, d3- 
duct from them the total registered on 
the paying-out machine, and sirikt - 
trial balance in a moment. The thrs>3 
machines necessary for the working 
of the system are inclosed in glass 
cases, so that every part can be read- 
ily seen.

Connectlcat'B Famotu Charter. 


A copy of the famous charter that 


was given to the colony of Connecti- 
cut by King Charles in 1662, the »rig- 
inal of which was. concealed in the 
historic charter oak, has been admit- 
ted as evidence in Cleveland, Ohio, 
in a pending case involving title to 
property oa the lake front, says the 
New York Evening Post.

one native Alaskan can capture more 
fish in a day than can any three white 
men with their latest improved imple- 
ments. The Alaskan Indian shows his 
intelligence by clinging to his own im- 
plements and tools, and at the same 
time in quietly adapting himself to the 
greatly altered conditions of his en- 
vironment. 
He will adopt certain of 


our customs and utensils, but refuses 
to adopt many others. wJiil° ho u-ill 
always give you the most superstitious 
reasons for clinging to his own time- 
honored tools, he is quick to decide 
that the spirits wish him to make use 
of any new.idea which will be an ac- 
tual benefit under existing conditions. 
These Indians use the same fishing 
tackle that Bering found them using 
in his explorations of 1741, and which 
George Vancouver found during his 
first ^visit among them as a midship- 
mite under the famous Capt. Cook a 
few years later.
